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SUBJECT: MILITARY EQUIPMENT USED IN QUELLING DISORDERS

1. THE FOLLOWING IS THE EMBASSY'S BEST GUESS DESCRIPTION 
OF THE EQUIPMENT USED TO CLEAR THE PLAZA LIBERTAD AND 
QUELL CIVIL DISTURBANCES ON FEBRUARY 28. THE INFORMATION 
CANNOT BE MORE EXACT BECAUSE THE MIX OE THE SECURITY 
FORCES (ARMY, NATIONAL POLICE, AND NATIONAL GUARD) AND THE 

TYPES OF ARMS AND OTHER PARAPHERNALIA EMPLOYED IS NOT KNOWN WITH 
PRECISION. 

2. (A) ARMORED PERSONNEL CARRIERS - THE EMBASSY HAS 
HEARD STORIES OE UP TO AIZOZEN APC'S. THE SALVADORAN ARMED 
FORCE HAS GERMAN (MERCEDES) APC'S. NONE WERE ACQUIRED FROM THE 
US. 

(B) TRUCKS - OVER THE YEARS THE GOES HAS ACQUIRED A GOOD 
NUMBER OF TRUCKS OF VARIOUS SIZES (FROM ONE QUARTER TO TWO TON) 
THROUGH THE MILITARY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM. WE CAN ASSUME THAT 
IF THE SECURITY SERVICES TRANSPORTED ITS TROOPS IN TRUCKS, 

A PORTION OF THEM WERE OE US ORIGIN AND ACQUIRED THROUGH MAP. 

(C) WEAPONS - THE ARMY'S BASIC RIFLE IS THE GERMAN "G-3". 
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ITS STANDARD SIDEARM IS BELGIAN. THE POLICE AND NATIONAL GUARD 
CARRY A VARIETY OF RIFLES, MOST RPT MOST OF WHICH ARE OE 
EUROPEAN MANUFACTURE (GERMAN, SWEDISH AND BELGIAN). GOES EORCES 
HAVE NO M-16S. THEY DO HAVE A VARIETY OF OLDER US WEAPONS, 
INCLUDING CARBINES, ACQUIRED YEARS AGO. IT IS POSSIBLE, THOUGH 
UNLIKELY, THAT A EEW OE THESE WERE USED ON FEBRUARY 28. WE ASSUME 
THE MAJORITY, PERHAPS ALL, OP THE EORCES WERE CARRYING THEIR 
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STANDARD ISSUE WEAPONS, WHICH WOULD HAVE BEEN OE NON-US ORIGIN. 

(D) TEAR GAS - THE GOES EORCES USED TEAR GAS TO CLEAR THE 
PLAZA. THE MINISTRY OF DEEENSE AND SECURITY BUYS ITS TEAR GAS 
FROM COMMERCIAL SUPPLIERS. LAST DECEMBER THE GOES PURCHASED 400 
DOLLARS WORTH OF TEAR GAS EROM A US SUPPLIER, SMITH AND WESSON. 

(E) COMMUNICATION EQUIPMENT - THE GOES HAS 

ACQUIRED A GOOD DEAL OE ITS MILITARY (AND CIVILIAN) RADIO COM- 
MUNICATION EQUIPMENT THROUGH THE MILITARY ASSISTANCE PROGRAM. 
IP WE ASSUME THAT THE TROOPS IN THE PLAZA AND THE NEXT DAY COM- 
MUNICATED BY RADIO, IT IS HIGHLY LIKELY THAT MAP EQUIPMENT 
WAS RPT WAS USED. 

(P) WATER EQUIPMENT - WATER HOSES REPORTEDLY WERE USED IN 
THE CLEARING OP THE PLAZA LIBERTAD. THE GOVERNMENT CLAIMS THAT 
IT USED ITS FIRE TRUCK HOSES. SINCE THE EMBASSY KNOWS OF NO SPECIAL 
CROWD CONTROL WATER EQUIPMENT IN GOES POSSESSION, IT BELIEVES 
THE GOVERNMENT'S CLAIM.
